The books are constantly tested and tried with teenage readers in New York 
City. Since teenagers vary greatly in their interests, maturity, and reading 
ability, the books on this list vary greatly in difficulty and depth. They are 
not necessarily shelved in young people's collections because they do repre- 
sent such a wide range f>om sample to complex, from light to profound. 

They form a permanent exhibition in the Office of Young Adult Services, and 
at the Nathan Straus Young Adult Library, Donned Library Center, 20 West 
53rd Street. This library has 14,000 books, a wide selection of magazines, and 
an informal browsing section. Film programs and other activities of interest 
to teenagers are frequently scheduled at this center.
